At present a con- 
siderable haze obscures the waole matter, 
but subsequent investigations will no doubt 
help to clear it away. Occult manifestations 
are in the very nature of things somewhat 
nebulous. At present the doctor seems to

Yet excitability and intelili- 
gence do not generally rise in direct pro 
portion; very often, indeed, quite the re 
verse. There seems to be need of closer

We used to think that 
a halo crowned a saint, but now it seems to 
diagnose a cancer. Under the circum- 
stances who is to decide what constitutes 
the best variety of aurae’? Alas, we are 
losing all our iusions! Is science going to 
upset another cherished belief and mar our 
enjoyment of the religious masterpieces of 
Raphael and Michaelangelo and Leonardo 
da Vinci by un-haloing the saints? 
We would suggest in all humility, when 
addressing so great a being @s an aura ¢x- 
pert, that Dr, O'Donnell should investigate 
dogs, cats, horses, etc., and see how their 
aurae vary from those of the . human 
species. Possibly since aurae seem to have 
@ close connection with squis and spirits 


At least experiments along these lines might 
throw some light on their chances of !mmor- 
tality. And’then, again, just as we had de 
cided that faithful Fido had qualified for 
the dog heaven, we might discover that his 
halo was caused by a.tumor on the liver. 
It is all rather confusing at present. 

Anyhow new vistas are opened before us 
by the mere fact t the human aura can 
be rendered visible and and ex- 
perimented with. Medical science will take 
up the study from a physiological point of

He stammered his gratitude, and 
declared he would find a way to pay 
Mr. Lincoln. There was his money in 
the savings bank, and they might) 
mortgage the farm. His pay would 
help, and perhaps the boys of the 
regiment might chip in, “if it wasn't 
more than $500 or $600. 

Lincoln remarked gravély that it 
Was a gregt deal more than that. To 
this Scott replied that he would find a 
way to pay KM, anyhow, if he lived. 
lincoln now put both hands on the 
lad’s Shoulders, and looking at him in 
a Way that puzzled his hearer, said: 
“There is but one man in the world 
who can pay it, and his name is Wil- 
liam Scott.” 

In # solemn manner he proceeded, 
saying that if when death should 
come Seott could say. “I have kept 
my promise; | have done my duty as 
a soldier,” the debt would be paid. 
The soldier answered that‘he would 
make the promise, and that with God's 
help he would keep it. 

This efded the interview. That 
evening the order pardoning William 
Seott was read to the Third Vermont, 
and the man walked forth from the 
Shadow of death to resume his for- 
mer duties. 

Scott's Brave End. 

It was long before Scott spoke of 
the interview with President Lincoln 
but one night after receiving letters 
from home he told a comrade the 
story. Months afterward the man told 
it tp Chittenden, who committed iit to 
writing. 

Seott became 2 model soldier. It 
seemed that he could never do enovgh 
for others, The next March, when 
hi¢ regiment was ordered to storm a 
position in the enemy's intrenchments 
at Lee's Mills, on the Peninsula, and, 
repulsed, were obliged to retreat 
across the Warwick River, Scott 
brought off several of his wounded 
companions by carrying them across 
the stream. He was_crossing with the 
last man when the fire of many mus- 
kets was concentrated on him. He 
staggered to the bank with his bur- 
den, grievously wounded. 

At daylight next morning word was 
passed in the company that Scott 
wanted to see “all the beys.” They 
assembled in the tent in 
which he lay. 

“Boys,” he said, “I shall never see 
another battle. If any of you ever 
Rave a chance I wish you would tell 
President Lincoln that I have tried to 
be a good soldier and true to the flog 
——that I would have paid my whole 
debt to him if I had lived.” 

With a cheerful “good-by,’ boys,” he 
crossed his hands on his breast and in 
wn va seconds his spirit had taken its 
Of the men who stood about him, 
with tears streaming down their 
bronzed cheeks, there was one who 
would take the story of his end to 
Mr. Chittenden, who in turn would tel!
